He could remember 
that not too far back he was 
rounding the streets trying to 
find a job that would support 
his wife and two children. 
The Sanchez family lived in 
Los Angeles for several years 
and work was scarce, espe­ 
cially for a Mexican-Ameri- 
can with few skills. 
Jesse heard about the Fed­ 
eral Government’s new Work 
Incentive 
Program 
(WIN) 
and took a chance. As a re-

suit he landed a correctional 
officers job, on a temporary 
basis. The way the WIN pro­ 
gram works, Sanchez, if he 
proved to be a good worker, 
would be permanently hired.

His officers 
soon learned that Jesse was 
more than willing to learn at 
t h e 
Correctional 
Officers 
School in Soledad. There he 
learned all the techniques of 
handling inmates, passive to 
dangerous. He graduated with 
good grades and was assigned 
to CIM. 
Willing Worker 
Je-'se, according to acting 
associate superintendent El­ 
mer Neto, during the past few 
months was always in his of­ 
fice asking “what else can I 
do?

Resources Development said he saw "no significance whatsoe­ 
ver” in the slight increase in the statewide rate. The nation­ 
wide rate declined from 5.6 to 5.5 per cent last month. 
Hansen reported more persons held jobs in California in 
September than ever before. The number employed rose by 
8,700 during the month to total the record 8.32 million. 
The jobless rate for the Riverside-San Bemardino-Ontario 
area was listed at 5.9 per cent, down from 6 per cent.

Briggs Likes Action 
On Drug Legislation 


POMONA — A Chino man 
who dragged a truck driver 
away from his burning ve­ 
hicle on the Pomona Freeway 
early Tuesday morning said 
he didn’t get scared until the 
episode had ended. 
Patrick Welsh, 26, of 12765 
9th St., was driving home 
from Los Angeles about 4:30 
a.m. when he saw a "big ball 
of flames” on the westbound 
lanes. 
He stopped on the right 
shoulder of the eastbound 
lane then ran across the free­ 
way to an overturned truck 
where the driver had just 
climbed out of the cab. 
“I started to walk him 
away from the burning track 
when he started to fall,” sa d 
Welsh. He laid the injured 
driver onto his sheepskin coat 
and dragged him across the 
westbound lanes onto the cen­ 
ter divider. 
A semi-truck came within 
inches of hitting them, he re­ 
ported. We were about in the 
middle of the freeway. The 
driver apparently didn’t see 
us. I really started pulling 
then,” he added. 
Welsh left the injured dri­ 
ver. Stephen Feenstra, 24, of 
Arlington, on his caot in the 
center divider while he ran 
back to the truck. 
“Another 
motorist 
had 
stopped and was trying to put 
out the fire with a small fire 
extinguisher,” he recalled. “I 
told him to get away since 
the driver was already out.” 
Someone else called the fire 
department, and fire equip­ 
ment soon arrived. 
Feenstra was taken by am­ 
bulance to the Pomona Valley 
Community Hospital where he 
was treated and released. 
Welsh said his coat got a 
blotch of blood on it and the 
back “got worn” when pulling 
the injured man. 
“You can always buy a new 
coat,” he added. 
Welsh said he didn’t really 
get scared until It was all 
over. “After that, I was very 
scared. I got into my car and 
was nervous.” 
Welsh, who records popular 


songs, said he has resided in 
Chino for about four years. 
He lives part of the time in 
Hollywood. 
Feenstra was driving west 
on the freeway when his 


truck hit a guardrail near 
Towne 
Avenue 
and 
over­ 
turned. The truck caught fire 
and Feenstra was able to 
climb from the cab only min­ 
utes before an explosion. 


He credited the motorist ter 
saving his life. “Without him, 
I would not have made It.” 
Feenstra did not know the 
name of the motorist at the 
time of the accident.

Football Spiel 
Is Double Talk

It is common knowledge (Beware of anything following that 
opening) that all the groups that make up our so-called society 
have their own jargons designed to lend importance to simple 
ideas and to camoflage just how simple they really are. 
Thus educators discusses the non-achievemenl onented stu­ 
dent (“Your son is not trying”); the businessman talks of the 
supoptimal cost profile (“It costs too much“); and the milita­ 
ry refers to strategic realignment of salient forces (“We got 
whipped and had to retreat”). 
Another queer and quirky adventure in obfuscation has 
emerged from the radio and television sportscasters who have 
invented a whole new language for football, a »wirl of technic­ 
al patter and in-bred terminology that doe« more to obscure 
the game than fog over Candlestick Park.

Behind the center was a quarterback, playing a quarter of 
the way back to the fullback and flanked by halfbacks, who 
played halt way back, termed “right” or “left” halfback, de­ 
pending upon which half they played. (Half also means 50 per 
cent of the game — first or second — but they must not be 
confused with halfbacks.) 
(Parenthetically, let me say that in my day you played an 
entire 60 minutes — none of this offensive team and defensive 
team and specialist teams and that stuff. 5ou had to tackle as 
well as run on block, dropkick field goals, catch passes, etc. 
When was the last time you saw a non-European kick a field 
goal in American football? Besides George Blanda. > 
The language has changed more than the game. Free saiety, 
fight end, wide receiver cornerback, set back. T here is the I 
formation and the stacked I, the split T and the wishbone. The 
quarterback (there’s one name I recognize!) goes back to pass 
and his wide receivers and tight ends and setbacks speed 
down the field on the post pattern or the hook or the down- 
and-out or they run into the seams of the zone defense 11 they 
do a play-action pass, a scissors, a counter play or the draw, 
‘ 
they may achieve a good screen pass or even “rhe bomb. 
If the play su cceeds, the announcer says the team is “in 
good field position,” which means closer to the opponent’s goal 
: 
line than before the play staated. 
Sportscasters love the word “situation. 
Everything is a

“kicking situation” or a “passing situation’’ or even a “sec-

ond-and eight situation.” The word must be mandatory in the 
announcer’s Bible.

on drug traffickers through 
the placement of an embargo 
on all goods from nations in­ 
volved in the illegal drug 
trade. 
“ In addition to the«« resolu­ 
tions,” said Briggs, “I intro­ 
duced 
Assembly 
Bill 
1759 
which proposed that countries 
which produce or supply he­ 
roin for unlawful use in Cali­ 
fornia shall have on all their 
imports sold in California, a 
label reading, ’This product 
was produc i <1 in, or imported 
f r o m 
(name of country) 
which has been determined 
by the Department of Justice 
of this State to be a country 
which supplies or produces 
heroin for illegal use in this 
S t a t e . * Unfortunately, this 
measure died in committee,” 
he added. 
Briggs said he formally re­ 
quested the Federal Bureau 
of Narcotics to send a repre­ 
sentative to testify on the me­ 
rits of this bill, kit not even 
one representative from the 
bureau was to be found in the 
state capital that day. 
"I’m glad however, the fed­ 
eral government has now de­ 
cided it is safe to follow Cali­ 
fornia’s lead. I’m also pleased 
that President Nixon will sev­ 


er all aid to countries who 
harbor narcotics traffickers 
and will not hesitate to com­ 
ply with a law requiring him 
to suspend assistance to those 
countries involved. 
“Without the support of the 
federal government, there is 
little the individual states can 
do. By law, California cannot 
levy an embargo; it can only 
attempt to exert economic 
pressure through stringent la­ 
beling of imported goods.” 
Depending on the results 
reaped from the President’s 
remarks, Briggs said he plans 
to resubmit his legislation in 
the next session.

Scon profile: Ernest Brushwood 
Pomonan, 92, Looks Back 
On Long and Busy Career

At 92, Ernest Brushwood of 
285 W. Center St., Pomona, 
has a clear memory, and a 
loquacious tongue. 
His clear hazel eyes twinkle 
as he talks of his adventures. 
During his working years he 
was a blacksmith, a farmer, 
an employe of the forest serv­ 
ice, an oil company employe 
and a miner. He retired in 
1968 at 88. 
He still loves to travel, eat 
steak in restaurants, read and 
watch wrestling and Roller 
Derby on television. 
Brushwood, 
still 
called 
“ Hard Rock” , a nickname he 
picked up during his mining 
days, was born Sept. 15, 1880, 
when Rutherford B. H a y e s 
was President of the United 
States. 
“ I was born in a log cabin 
with a dirt floor in Columbia, 
Mo.,” said Brushwood, his 
hands folded comfortably acr­ 
oss his ample stomach. 
“ When I was just a baby 
my folks went to Kansas City,

I’d gone 
to school with his children. 
Well, he killed a man and 
was sent to prison. He es­ 
caped. He wanted to see his 
wife. They captured him and

His early memories gave 
Brushwood a healthy respect 
for the law. 
He said he “ got In lots of 
fights” during his school days 
“ and I still like to fight.” 
A f t e r completing eighth 
g r a d e , 
Brushwood 
twice 
“ beat” his way to California. 
Shortly after returning from 
the second trip, he went to a 
dance up in Omaha, Neb., 
took home a girl another fel­ 
low had brought and wound 
up marrying her. She was 
Eva Askins, a tiny woman 
who weighed 90 pounds and 
wore a size two shoe. 


Visits Yellowstone 


Brushwood said that in 1912 
he bought a Ford car, con­ 
verted the front passenger 
seat into a bed with a feather 
mattress, and took his bride 
on a five-month motor trip to 
Yellowstone National Park. 
“ Most of the time we trav­ 
eled two-lane, dirt roads,” 
said Brushwood. 
Before the trip he had own­ 
ed a blacksmith shop at Lo­ 
gan, Iowa. After he returned 
home he tried farming then 
bought a home in Council 
Bluffs and went to work for 
the American Smelting and 
Refining Co. in Omaha. 
Brushwood 
stayed 
there 
about 12 years before return­ 
ing to farming in Missouri. 
His wife died in 1932. He re­ 
married a widow with a large 
family and in 1936 they came 
to California. 
“ We settled in Bishop and I 
went to work buildmg roads 
for the forest service,” said 
Brushwood. “ In the fall I 
hired out to 
the 
Lempkie 
Brothers and worked in talc 


mines out of Oasis on the Cal­ 
ifornia desert. 
Later, he said, he mined 
talc and clay on the Califor­ 
nia desert for the Pomona 
Tiie Co. 
He’s done a lot of mining 
with his partner, Eddie Huber 
of Las Vegas, and he knows 
where gold can be found, but 
not in sufficient quantity to 
make it worth while, Brush­ 
wood said. 


Clean Living 


His wife, Anne Maude, 87, 
Is in a Pomona convalescent 
hospital recovering from 
a 
broken hip. Brushwood visits 
her every other day. “ She’H 
be coming homei soon,” he 
said. 
He credits his long life to 
clean living, hard work and 
three meals a day. “ I don’t 
use tobacco. I enjoy a beer 
with cheese and crackers, but 
I can’t drink whiskey. You 
can’t drink that stuff and 
live,” he said.

Brushwood 
thinks 
money 
spent on space exploration is 
wasted. “ What good will it 
do?” he asked. “ It would be 
better to give the money to 
poor people who need it.” 
Next to television, the mod­ 
em innovation he loves most 
is the freeway. “ They’re won 
derful,” he said. "There’s no 
stop signs!”

show the conditions and steps 
required to move life toward 
socialist ideals. 


Harrington's basic thesis Is 
that socialism “ is more rele­ 
vant to the humane construc­ 
tion of the 21st Century than 
any other idea.’’ 
To clarify and defend this 
claim, the author reviews and 
analyzes the past, giving spe­ 
cial attention to the 
devel­ 
opment 
of 
socialism 
itself. 
The goals are to understand 
the social and economic pre­ 
dicaments of our times; 
to 
see how socialists have help­ 
ed to create and solve these 
problems; 
and 
to 
shape 
a 
contemporary socialist theory 
that can provide genuine gui­ 
dance for policy making. 
Based 
on 
the 
theory 
by 
Karl Marx, the ultimate social­ 
ist vision points toward 
an 
utterly new society in which 
some of the fundamental lim 
itations of human existence 
have been transcended.” 
This means that scarcity of 
material goods will be over­ 
come. Compulsory work tor 
the necessities of life will dis­ 
appear. The need for money 
will 
be 
abolished. 
Divisive 
competition 
will 
cease, 
and 
cooperation and equality will 
dominate in human relation- 
s h i p s . Genuine democracy 


will reign. 
Harrington has no illusions 
that 
this 
dream 
will 
over 
come tine completely. He is, 
however, 
dedicated 
to 
help 
men approximate It as far as 
possible. Thus, he attempts to 
remove the stigma attached 
to 
socialism 
in 
the 
United 


Russia, 
China, 
and 
Cuba 
Harrington takes this to be a 
b a s i c 
mistake. 
Although 
claiming to follow M arx’s so­ 
cialist teaching these regimes 
badly distort his best Insights. 
He interprets Marx as a 
strong defender of democra­ 
cy. In fact, he argues, this is 
t h e m e a n i n g of Marx s 
famous concept of “the 
torship of 
the 
proletariat. 
This idea is neither a man- 
d a t e 
for 
revolution 
from 
above nor the foundation for 
establishing 
an 
elite 
ruling 
class, both of which have cha­ 
racterized 
the 
communist 


states. 


rUMany Americans, especially 
in 
labor 
movements, 
have 
held this aim. The Socialist 
Party has had little political 
success in the United States, 
but Harrington believes that 
many Americans have a view 
that is essentially socialistic. 
This "invisible mass 
move­ 
ment” is capable of produc­ 
ing important political 
and 
economic changes. 
The United States. Harring­ 
ton argues, is one of the few 
nations in which genuine so­ 
cialism 
is 
really 
possible. 
This is because socialism de­ 
pends on 
"a 
technology of 
abundance and a mass move­ 
ment 
capable of 
mastering 
it.” 
Harrington 
finds 
these 
qualities in American society. 
Countries 
without 
abun­ 
dance cannot achieve real so­ 
cialism. They succeed only in 
collectivizing poverty and in 
establishing 
a 
small 
privi­ 
leged class. Harrington wants 


none of this. 
Moreover, he suggests that 
it is misguided to think that

flashlight batteries, Included 
with the set. An optional AC 
power supply is available. 
Each Odyssey conies with a 
set ot 12 game program cards 
and game overlays. To play 
one of the games, the players 
select the appropriate game 
card and insert it into the 
game card slot in the Odys­ 
sey master control unit.

He harbors no illusions about

Golden anniversary 


CHICAGO (UPI) - Wave 
to one or more buses some­ 
time this year—it’s their gol­ 
den anniversary.

Make your retirement home 
in Mexico? The idea obvious­ 
ly appeals to many, since an 
estimated 50,000* Americans 
have migrated south of the 
border, either as permanent 
residents 
or 
the 
so-called 
“ snowbirds” 
who 
winter 
there. 
Yet an 
unusually candid 
book, Just published by a 
long-time American resident, 
while cataloguing the many 
advantages and delights of 
living in Mexico, warns that 
it may not be your dish of 
tea. It takes a certain type of 
person to enjoy living In a 
country that's “ still a very 
foreign place,” author Carl D. 
Ross observes, and his book 
should help in deciding whe­ 
ther you’re such a person. 
Mexico’s principal attrac­ 
tion to the retiree, he says, is 
not the low cost of living but 
its climate and the easier, 
more relaxed way of life. 
There’s a climate to suit any 
taste: cool, warm or hot — 
mountains, lake or tropical 
seashore. 
Living costs in Mexico City 
and northern border areas are 
little lower than in the United 
States. The average rent paid 
by retired couples in Mexico 
City, Ross reports, is about 
$200 a month. It averages 
$150 in Guadalajara, the sec­ 
ond l a r g e s t city, where 
there’s 
a 
large 
American 
colony. But in small towns in 
the interior, a “ quite livable 
house” can be rented for $40 
a month, and $150 will put 
1 you in near luxury. 


A live-in maid gets $30 to 
$60 a month. The services of 
a day-woman or houseboy 
cost $2 to $3 a day. 
One 
Indication 
of 
living 
costs is the amount of assur­ 
ed income required of perma­ 
nent residents. At present it’s 
$240 a month for a single per­ 
son, $80 additional for each 
dependent. This requirement 
oi $320 per couple can be sat­ 
isfied with proof of Social Se­ 
curity or pension benefits, or 
income from investments. 
Another way to meet the re­ 
quirement is to d e p o s i t 
enough to cover five years ’ 
residency ($14,400 for the 
single retiree) In a privuie or 


government Mexican 
bank. 
You 
receive your $240 
a 
month and currently, 7.9 per 
cent annual interest, net after 
tax, on the declining balance. 
Better yet, for those with the 
capital, Invest it in a “ finan­ 
ciera,” suggests Ross, who’s 
headed an lnvestment-counsel 
firm in Mexico for the past 
two decades. Banks that fi­ 
nance small business, the fi­ 
nancieras currently pay 10.5 
per cent net. on five-year 
deposits. With about $30,000 
on deposit, you’d receive your 
$240 a month and still have 
your capital Intact at the end 
of five years. 
Without 
meeting 
any in­ 


come requirements, you cat 
*tay in Mexico for as long as 
189 days on an easily-pro­ 
cured tourist card. (You can 
then leave and Immediately 
re-enter on a new card.) Ross 
strongly advises preliminary 
testing of life In Mexico, on 
this temporary basis, before 
making long-range commit­ 
ments.

N E W 
YORK—(NEA)—If 
America’s housewives 
were 
asked to list the household 
chores they hate most, haul­ 
ing out the garbage can on 
collection days would 
rank 
high on the list—along with 
scrubbing it, disinfecting it 
and trying to get rid of the 
smell. 
Now liberation from these 
unpleasant tasks is at hand. 
The conventional garbage can 
is disappearing from many 
communities and is being re­ 
placed by a sanitary, light­ 
weight 
paper refuse 
sack. 
These towns have passed or­ 
dinances abolishing the use of 
garbage cans and requiring 
t h a t residents use 
paper 
sacks which are distributed 
through the sanitation depart­ 
ments. 
The paper refuse sack holds 
50 per cent more than the 
conventional 
garbage 
can. 
And when filled is rolled shut 
and placed at the curb. 
As 
the collection t r u c k moves 
down the street workers toss 
the sacks into the back of the 
truck and go on their way. 
There are no empty cans left 
behind to litter the neighbor­ 
hood, attract stray animals or 
be hauled back to the house. 
The refuse sack concept or­ 
iginated in Europe and is 
being adopted by more and 
more U.S. communities as a 
more sanitary and efficient 
method 
of 
handling 
solid 
waste. Because the collections 
can be made faster, the time 
and labor savings are allow­ 
ing these communities to hold 
the cost of collection and dis­ 
posal in check. 
The refuse sack is also sa­ 
fer to handle than the gar­ 
bage can. Government statis­ 
tics show that garbage collec­ 
tors have more on-the-job ac­ 
cidents than almost any other 
labor group. And no one has 
done a study on the wrenched 
backs and cut fingers suf-

When we 
were using cans, we would 
place them at the curb in the 
morning and If no one was 
home to take them back in 
after the truck had left there 
would be dirty garbage cans 
littering the strecMs. Now they 
pick up the sack and take 
away the whole thing,” said 
Mrs. Pat Conces, a resident 
of the area. 
Mrs. Melrose Branson, like 
many of the women Inter­ 
viewed, was impressed with 
the economy of the 
sack. 
“This is another of those pro­ 
ducts where capacity counts. 
I tried plastic bags, which are 
cheaper, but then found that I 


sistently 
fought

who 
would haul out the garbage 
can on collection days. 
And 
frequently I was the one who 
was stuck with the job. Now 
because the sack Is so easy to 
handle, we don’t have this 
problem any more.” 
All of the women reported 
the refuse sack to be more 
sanitary than garbage cans, a

showed that refuse sacks are 
90 per cent more effective 
against fly population growth 
than cans. 
The refuse sack is weather- 
resistant for outdoor storage 
and is specially treated for 
grease and oil resistance. It 
also has a square bottom so 
that it can stand by itself or 
it can be suspended from a 
wall-mounted or free-standing 
holder.

St. Peter’s security 
ROME (U PI) — The recent 
a t t a c k on Michelangelo’s 
“ Pieta” in St. Peter’s unders­ 
cored the security problems 
of the vast basilica which is 
normally 
visited 
by 
12,000 
persons a day. Up to 500,000 
persons have crowded into 
the church’s piazza on special 
occasions 6uch as Easter. 


Proper siting for a back­ 
yard patio is a little more 
complicated than backing a 
cement mixer up near the 
back door and pushing the 
“ pour” button. Planning a 
new patio is just like planning 
a new room — the object is to 
get as much return as pos­ 
sible from the investment. 
To make an outdoor room 
pay dividends in hours of 
pleasant 
open-air 
lounging, 
dining, reading or sunning, 
walk over the most likely site 
with compass in hand to de­ 
termine the exposure. 
An ideal 
angle 
captures 
morning sun for systematic 
tanning and healthy container 
gardening on deck or patio, 
then becomes a haven of 
shade on hot afternoons for 
cool dining or relaxing. 
If the site isn’t perfect, and 
few are, then stack the deck 
with environment controlling 
screen sand sunshades to off­ 
set nature’ deficiencies. 
One family recently visited 
built its patio in the area be­ 
tween house and garage. Di­ 
mensions were right and loca­ 
tion was central, accessible 
from all critical areas: kitch­ 
en, dining room, garden, side 
yard and garage. 
Closeness to the two main 
structures lends a sheltered 
feeling but still the spot was 
subject to prevailing winds 
and strong sunshine. 
To create needed cover, 
corrugated plastic roofing pa­ 
nels 
were 
fastened 
to 
a 
f r a m e w o r k of 2x6-inch 
Douglas fir stringers over 4x4- 
inch posts on 2x8-inch beams 
spanning the patio from house 
to garage. 
The attractive wood and 
plastic theme set by the roof 
continues In a side wall fac­ 
ing northern exposure. Six­ 
teen rectangular opaque pa­ 
nels form a neat four-row pat­ 
tern in light-stained lx2-inch 
fir framing. 


Translucent panels 
admit 
light but block the wind and 
effectively screen a neighbor­ 
ing yard. Clean framing lines 
which repeat the spacing of 
roofing stringers add balance 
and continuity to the design. 
A trim gate of vertical, 
slightly-spaced lxls on one 
side of the plastic-paneled 
center wall gives access to 
the side yard, and its match 
on the other side opens to 
convenient storage for garden 
items and deck chairs. 


Sun roof and screen not 
only make the patio a favored 
spot in high summer but ac­ 
tually seem to stretch the 
season to savor a few extra 
autumn days of fading sun­ 
shine in its shelter.

Hatchets and 
axes 
need 
sharpening from time to time 
and the claw in a hammer 
may need touching up with a 
file. But otherwise such tools 
last nearly forever. 
The one part that doesn’t Is 
th e 
handle. 
The 
wooden 
handle does crack or break in 
time and it seems a shame to 
part with the tool. 
Handles can be replaced 
but they must be replaced 
properly. A different handle 
off some other tool is not 
proper replacement. It will 
make the tool difficult or 
evert dangerous to use. 
Tools such as these are 
carefully balanced. When a 
new handle is put on a ham­ 
mer it should achieve the 
same balance as when it was 
new. Pairing a new handle to 
the old head should be done 
with care. Neither picking nor 
fitting should be done hurried­ 
ly. 
Try to find a handle as 
close to the original as pos­ 
sible. Consider size, 
shape 
and weight. Make certain it is 
for the same kind of tool. 
Once you have picked one 
that seems right, check its 
grain. The grain should be 
straight, not run diagonally 


acrosa the handle. 
No handle fits the 
first 
time. Some shaping is neces­ 
sary. Put the head on as far 
as it will go without forcing. 
The head will leave a mark 
where it cannot go any fur­ 
ther. 
Use a wood rasp to take 
away wood at that 
point. 
Work slowly and remove the 
same amount all around. 
Fit and file, working off the 
excess wood until the handle 
fits the eye of the head with 
wood touching all interior sur­ 
faces evenly. Try to keep the 
original shape of the handle 
and do not leave sharp cor­ 
ners which are the first to 
break. 
Once the handle is fitted it 
must be wedged. Some han­ 
dles have slots already cut 
for the wedges. These are 


necessary if you use wood 
wedges. Metal wedges make 
their own cuts. 
Wooden wedges may 
be 
hard to find. It’s worth the ef­ 
fort to cut them from the old 
handles since wood wedges 
can be fit to size. Metal wed­ 
ges are usually used for tig­ 
htening an old handle. 
Drive the wedges in gently. 
Slim wedges that go in deeply 
are preferable to short, fat 
ones. 
With the wedges in, finish 
by cutting away the excess so 
that it is flush with the ham­ 
mer head. Smooth the end. 
Don’t leave the handle unfi­ 
nished. Seal it so it does not 
absorb moisture and warp. 
Use shellac or varnish ap­ 
plied in several thin coats. 
Never paint a handle, since 
paint hides cracks.
